WASHINGTON, May 31.—Secre­ 
tary Hoover today assumed the re­ 
sponsibility for fixing a reasonable 
price on coal during the continuance 


of the present strike. 
Opening the conference here to­ 
day of union and non-union operators 
in the producing fields, Mr. Hoover 
declared that any argreement be­ 
tween the operators looking toward 
the fixing of the price of coal even 
though in the interest of the public, 
would be illegal, and therefore he 
asked 
the individual operators to 
agree with him upon a reasonable 
price for coal in their respective dis­ 
tricts. 
The commerce secretary suggested 
the immediate appointment of com­ 
mittees representing each producing 
district to advise with him upon a 
fair price for coal in their respective 
districts. 
He also asked that these 
committees should continue In exist­ 
ence and report to him, after the de- 
terminauon of a fair price cases of 
unfair prices In their districts and 
act at his request as might be neces­ 
sary to meet such cases.

LONDON, May 31.—Great Brttam 
will tolerate no republic in Ireland, 
and if the terms of the Anglo-Irish 
treaty are not caried out by the Irish 
the British government will resume 
her liberty to act in taking back the 
power conferred on the provisional 
government and

the 
territory evacuated, it w'as declared 
in the house of commons foday by 
Winston Spencer Churchill, the col­ 
onial secretary. 
Secretary Churchill, in the course 
of the debate following his statement 
on the Irish situation, reiterated that 
Great Britain would not tolerate the 
establishment of a republic in Ire­ 
land. He said the British troops re­ 
maining in Dublin were militarily se­ 
cure and were awaiting eventualities. 
"In the event a republic is set up” 
added the colonial secretary, "it is 
the intention of the British govern­ 
ment to hold Dublin as one 
of the 
preliminary and essential 
steps 
of 
military operations.” 
No one disputed, said the secretary 
that the wish of 
the 
Irish people 
was reconciliation wdiich would give 
Ireland her freedom, her place in the 
world and the hope of final unity. 
Up to ten days ago the leaders of the 
provisional government had appeared 
to be resolved to march steadily for­ 
ward through a tree election, and put 
down, if necessary by force all arm­ 
ed persons were tried 
to prevent 
them. 
The agreement reached between 
Michael Collins, head of the provis­ 
ional government and Eamon DeVa­ 
lera, the republican leader, however, 
struck directiy at the provisions 
of

Churchill declared.
